The Oglala Sioux Tribe (Tribe) appealed from a May 5, 2004 decision of the Acting
Great Plains Regional Director, Bureau of Indian Affairs (Regional Director; BIA),
concerning the allocation of Fiscal Year (FY) 2004 Housing Improvement Program (HIP)
funds to the Tribe.  

On March 8, 2006, the Board received a motion from the Tribe to withdraw its
appeal.

Pursuant to the authority delegated to the Board of Indian Appeals by the Secretary
of the Interior, 43 C.F.R. § 4.1, the Board grants the Tribe’s request and dismisses this
appeal.
